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Students keep pressure on Ryan

Montréal CEGEP and univer- 
sity students have taken every 
available opportunity to protest the 
Liberal government’s tuition hike 
last week. 

Police in riot gear twice removed 
students occupying the administra- 
tion offices of CEGEP de Vieux 
Montréal. They removed after a 
si t-in on Wednesday. Students were 
again locked out of their school at 
about 1 4h00 Friday afternoon. They 
intend to return when the doors 
reopen. No injuries or arrests have 
been reported. 

About 200 Université du Québec 
à Montréal (UQAM) students oc- 
cupied the fourth floor of the Tour 
dc la Bourse Thursday for one hour 
to protest private enterprises’ 
demand for the fee increase. The 
business community gains from an 
educated populous. This came 
immediately after they had built an 
ice wall to the entrance of the 
Lavalin building on René- 
Lévesque. 

The students left peacefully af- 
ter police were called in. No inju- 
ries or arrests were reported. 

No Doré 

Students from UQAM and 
CEGEP de Maisonneuve marched 
to City Hall Thursday. They de- 
manded Montréal mayor Jean Doré 
oppose the tuition fee increase. 
Police officers waited at the en- 
trances of City Hall for the stu- 
dents, who then charged upon the 
Palais dc Justice. 

They sat on the floordcmanding 
the revocation of the proposed tui- 
tion fee increase. A half hour later 
the students relumed to the steps of 
City Hall to reiterate their demand 
that the mayor support the tuition 
fee freeze.

The mayor’s office sent a note 
staling the students could not get an, 
appointment since they “did not 
give enough notice.” It also said 
Doré was "in a meeting all day." 
The group disbanded peacefully 
after returning to UQAM. 

Students in two of (he three 
student associations at UQAM 
voted overwhelmingly to continue 
their strike, which began March 1 2. 
They also voted to continue occu- 
pations at their university until 
March 22. Most classes have been 
cancelled and students have re- 
mained at the university since last 
Monday. The administration has 
not pursued a court injunction to 



end the strike. Only the Manage- 
ment and Engineering students do 
not support an unlimited strike. 

Meanwhile— 

Students from the four Mon- 
tréal universities and two CEGEP's 
protested in front of the offices of 
Liberal MNA Jacques Chagnon on 
Friday. They demanded that Chag- 
non withdraw his support for the 
proposed tuition fee hike on behalf 
of the 100 000 students in his rid- 
ing. They also expressedoutrage 
over the arrests of nine McGill 
students occupying his offices the 
week before. 

Members of the group burned 



copies of information on Chagnon 
received from his office. The stu- 
dents then marched to UQAM 
blocking traffic along Sherbrooke 
and St-Dcnis. No arrests or injuries 
were reported. 

Students at l’École Polytech- 
nique voted to join l’Université de 
Montréal students on a three-day 
strike commencing today. The stu- 
dents will decide later this week 
whether or not to continue the strike. 
CEGEPs St-Laurent and Joliette 
voted to commence unlimited gen- 
eral strikes last week and join the 
growing strike movement in 
Québec schools. 

A hundred students from three 



Montréal Universities and many 
CEGEP’s marched along down- 
town Montréal streets reciting a 
student manifesto against the tui- 
tion fee hike Friday night. They 
entered the offices of the french 
television and radio news service 
Télémedia. But they were not able 
to read their manifesto since the 
news show was being produced at 
another location. The students then 
blocked S te. Catherine, reciting the 
manifesto. Pol ice broke up the gath- 
ering. There were five arrests re- 
ported.

Impending doom for McGill libraries

McGill administration is relo- 
cating the Nursing/ Social Work 
library into two other libraries this 
summer in a twisted money-saving 
step tbwards centralization. 

Of the library’s 39 000 books, 
the Social Work collection would 
be moved to the McLennan library, 
while the Nursing collection would 
be moved to the Health Sciences 
library of the McIntyre Medical 
Building. 

Students from both the School 
of Social Work and the School of 
Nursing are concerned about los- 
ing easy access to their joint collec- 
tion and study space. 

Director of Libraries Eric 
Ormsby did not consult students 
before making his tentative deci- 
sion, as part of the libraries’ cen- 
tralization plan, begun in 1988. 

Cramming 300 more students 



into both libraries will “overload 
the system," according to Social 
Work Students’ Association presi- 



dent Joshua Lovell. "Ormsby has 
no concept of what goes on at the 
reserves desk of the McLennan 




Library. 

“When was the last time you 
spent a half hour in line to take out 
a reserved book just to find out the 
person in front of you already took 
it out?" Lovell said. 

In a letter to the directors of both 
schools, Ormsby wrote that stu- 
dents will benefit from longer hours 
in the other libraries. 

"The library ’s role is not to serve 
as a study hall,” he wrote. “I be- 
lieve that existing space in the larger 
libraries is as adequate as can be 
expected.” 

Students motioned at a March 7 
Senate meeting to allow the Senate 
sub-committee on libraries to ap- 
prove all majorchanges to McGill’s 
libraries. 

Ormsby stated that $6 000 will 
be saved from duplicated journal 
subscriptions, as well as $171 000 
from laying off or relocating two or 
three library staff members. 



Yet two of these positions — 
including libnuy director — were 
never filled last year, according to 
Lovell. 

Since July 1988, over six librar- 
ies have been merged in accor- 
dance with Ormsby’s plan to cen- 
tralize McGill’s library system. 
Eventually, the administration plans 
to merge all Humanities and Social 
Sciences' in the McLennan library 
and all Health Sciences collections 
in the McIntyre Building. Ormsby 
aims to funnel more library funds 
into purchasing books and jour- 
nals. 

Lovell said the Theology Li- 
brary and the Education Libraries 
are also threatened with closure. 

“No one is safe from Ormsby’s 
centralization plan," he said.

A $119 million redevelopment plan of the Mount Royal area, 
released by the City last month, includes a conditional go-ahead 
for the expansion of the McGill athletics facilities, a rearrange 
ment of the hopelessly confused Pine! Park interchange and ban 
ning cars from McTavish Street.

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The plan is awaiting approval in a series 
of upcoming public meetings. 

Approval for construction of the gym 
will end rive years of negotiations with the 
city, potentially setting the construction start- 
date at Marth 1.1991, according to McGill 



But public approval is not certain, ac- 
cording to SSMU VP External John Fox. A 
delay of even a few more months could push 
the starting date of construction past the 
deadline of June 1, 1991 set by students in 
the athletics complex referendum two weeks 
ago. 

“[The Consultative Committee] could 
send the proposal for further consultation as 
a separate issue, or it could be blocked by 
the provincial government, which has au- 
thority over the re-zoning of the mountain," 
said Fox. 

In the referendum, students voted to reno- 
vate the old gym on Pine Avenue if con- 
struction of the new complex does not begin 
by June 1, 1991. Students have been paying 
$7.50 per semester since 1982 for the new 
gym, about S2J2 million. 

The gym is paid for by Student Services, 
the City and private donors. McGill’s ad- 
mins (ration does not contribute. 

Dino Bumbaru, Executive Director of 
conservation group Heritage Montréal, 
worries about the project’s disadvantages. 
“One of the biggest drawbacks [of the gym] 
is that it is creating a precedent for other in- 
stitutions on the mountain to expand," he 
said. 

The proposed gym will be adjacent to a 
new MUC gym , to be built at the same time. 
According to the plan, students and the gen- 
eral public will have some use of each 
other’s facilities. 

The gym has been designed to blend in 
with its surroundings in the parie. 

The preliminary plan was developed by 
the MUC in consultation with Westmount 
and Outremont, along with the many insti- 
tutions located around the mountain, such 
as McGill, the Université de Montréal, SL 



Joseph’s Oratory, the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, as well as the coalition Les Amis de la 
Montagne, or Friends of the Mountain. 

Protecting the city's namesake 
Sprucing up the park and improving pub- 
lic access are the main thrusts of the plan. 
Parking lots will be removed tocut down on 
automobile traffic in favour of pedestrians, 
cyclists and people using public transiL 
The City wants to install a cable car to 
run up the north side of the mountain near 
the Université de Montréal, at a proposed 
cost of $2^ million. 

Some critics say increased accessibility 
could also mean overcrowding. “If y ou make 
the park more accessible, you are inviting 
huge crowds which might endanger the 
quality of the environnent of the park,” said 
Bumbaru. 

Spaghetti junction overhaul 
The MUC plan offers two ways of im- 
proving the dangerous ‘spaghetti junction’ 
at the intersection of Pine and Park Avenues 
— where at least two students have been 
struck by speeding cars. 



une opuon proposes demolition of the 
interchange and construction of a regular 
intersection with trafTic lights, at a cost of 
about $14-15 million — but construction 
would not start for another ten years. 

Option two would close access to 
Hutchison Street from southbound Park 
Avenue, and create a pedestrian/cycling 
bridge from Hutchison to the Mount Royal 
park, at a cost of about $6-7 million. Con- 
struction could begin in the next few years. 

The Friends of the Mountain prefer the 
first option, but are concerned about the 
timing. “The construction of the gym must 
be done at the same time as the demolition 
of the present Pine/Park interchange," so 
the park land used by McGill’s gym would 
be replaced by the demoliüon of the inter- 
change, said Interim Coordinator Josée 
Chagnon. 



The McTavish Pedestrian mall 
A landscaped pedestrian mall on 
McTavish street between Sherbrooke and 
Docteur Penfield is another of the plan’s 
promises. Original plans for the mall were 
drawn up by McGill urban planning stu- 
dents. Fox hopes the ‘new’ McTavish will 
attract clientele for the Alley, Gens and the 
new bookstore. The redevelopment plans 
will be carried out in a 12-year period start- 
ing in 1991, with expenditures of roughly 
$10 million a year. The city plans to spend 
$60 million, with contributions from other 
municipalities such as Westmount and 
Outremont, as well as private and corporate 
donations. Public consultations will begin 
this Spring. “We are looking forward to 
hearing what the public thinks of this plan,” 
said City of Montréal executive councillor 
John Gardiner.
